Amendments Discussed. 

Proposals for -amending the) 
pay bill were discussed yester- 
day at a meeting of representa- 
tives of 29 AFL unions having 
members on city payrolls. A 
committee headed by William A. 
Webb, executive secretary of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
was appointed, with instructions 
to confer with the Civil Service 
Commission on amendments.

Gift of a large fringe tree to 
Missouri Botanical (Shaw's) Gar- 
den by Mrs. Harry A. Collins in 
memory of her husband was an- 


nounced today. 

The tree was transplanted last 
month to the garden from the 
side yard of the Collins home 
at 7545 Milan avenue, University 
City, where Mr. Collins had 
raised it during the last 20 years 
from a seedling to a Heautifully 
formed tree 18 feet high, with 
a branch spread of 24 feet. 

Mr. Collins, a retired invest- 
ment broker and an amateur 
horticulturalist, died of a heart 
attack March 1 at the garden’s 
experimental greenhouse. For 
about a year he had spent sever- 
al days weekly as a volunteer 


er and fringe best describe the 
tree in full bloom. 

Clusters of fragrant flowers, 
made up of delicate fringe-like 
petals, appear on its graceful 
limbs. The petals are green at 
first, but gradually whiten al- 
most to the color of snow during 
the two weeks they are on the 
tree. 

Member of Olive Family. 

The fringe tree is a member 
of the olive family (although it 
produces no olives) and is a na- 
tive of Southeastern United 
States, Dr. Cutler said. They 
do not appear naturally as far 
north as St. Louis, although the 
Climate here is not too severe 
for them. Occasionally, he 
added, they are seen growing 
wild in Southeastern Missouri. 

Despite its delicate 
ance, the fringe tree is extremely 
hardy. Its lithe limbs blend 
gently before the wind, but 
rarely break. It has a large 
root system which sends out 
many branches, and can with- 
stand severe drought. 

To preserve as much of the 
tree’s root structure as possible, 
a three-and-one-half ton ball of 


plants and seedlings. 
Well-Formed Tree. 

“It is an exceptionally beau- 
tiful and well formed fringe 
tree,” Dr. Hugh C. Cutler, as- 
sistant direetor of the garden, 
said yesterday as he inspected 
it in its new location just west 
of the Cleveland Avenue gate.

In Talk Here, She Says 
Little Conflicts Over 
Colonialism Could 
Grow Into Big Ones. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine). 


The struggle of the Asian 
peoples for freedom from 
colonial status will probably re- 
sult in a number of “little wars” 
and we will be fortunate if they 
do not become big wars,” Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt said here to- 
day. 

Giving the eighth and final 
talk in the Louis D. Beaumont 
series of lectures on “Fear and 
Freedom” at Washington Uni- 
versity, Mrs. Roosevelt  ad- 
dressed an overflow student au- 
dience in «Graham Memorial 
Chapel on the university cam- 
pus. Earlier a kinescope record- 
ing was made on an interview 
to be telecast later by Channel 
¥. the educational television sta- 
tion with studios on the campus. 


The struggle of the Asians for 
independence has been compli- 
cated enormously by Commu- 
nist infiltration into the move- 
ment, she said. 


“The Communist propaganda 
is very clever,” she went on. 
“Their promises are ve¥y allur- 
ing. They say: ‘Join with us be- 
cause we believe all men are | 
brothers.’ That promise is very 
effective in these colonial, coun- 
tries because there is a deep- 
seated desire on the part of the 
people to be treated as equals. 


“While thé United States has 
never been a colonial power, we 
have exploited some countries 
in a business way, and, as a re- 
sult, they class us with the co- 
lonial powers. We must be very 
careful never to do anything 
that creates the impression we 
are seeking economic control. 
On the other hand, we must do 
our best to understand their as- 
pirations and convince them 
there are things we can learn 
from them.” 


In conclusion, she said Ameri- | 
cans must become more aware at | 
home and abroad that the battle | 
between justice and democracy 
on the one hand and slavery of 
mind and body on the other 
is fought in many ways. | 

The picture of America that | 
foreigners receive is frequently | 
painted by many and varied per- 
sons—servicemen, tourists, offic. | 
ial representatives and business | 
men. They must be careful to | 
give a true picture, she warned. | 


Later, speaking to a crowd of | 
more than 1500 persons at the | 
Orpheum Theater, including 300 
high school students who par-| 
ticipated in a model United | 
Nations Assembly, Mrs. Roose- | 
velt stressed the importance of 
developing the smaller countries | 
through ¢0-oOperation with the 
United Nations to assure ug a/| 
world market for American | 
products. | 

“Because of our’ productive | 
capacity,” she said, “we must. 
obtain many things from other | 
areas of the world. Once the| 
natural resources of under-| 
developed countries are expand- |

Bolted Adviser to Warsaw 
Delegation in U.N. Tes- 
tifies Before House. 


CHICAGO, May 4 (UP)—Dr. 
Marek S. Korowicz, who bolted 
the Polish delegation to the 
United Nations, told the House 
Committee on Communist ag- 
gression today that there are 
almost 490,000 Poles in forced 
labor camps. 

Korowicz, a scholar in inter- 
national law, was. sent to the 
‘United States last September as. 
an adviser to the Polish U.N. 
delegation on international arbi- 
tration. The second day after 
his arrival he asked for political 
asylum in this country and is 
now a professor at the Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy at 


ae , 

“I could not stay and sit at 

the side of the murderers of my 

country,” he explained. 
Korowicz testified that when 


he left Poland there were 300,- 


000 of his countrymen in Polish 
labor camps. He said the figure 
does not include thése in such 
camps in Russia, Siberia and 
elsewhere. Since then, he said, 
180,000 more have been sent into 
the forced labor camps. 

Korowicz said the Polish elec- 
tions of 1947 and 1952 were 
“rigged” and that the 1947 bal- 
loting was preceded “by inde- 
scribable terror for at least 
three months.” He said the jails 
became so crowded that political 
prisoners were kept in sewers 
and underground waterways. 

The committee heard several 
witnesses yesterday and _ will 
move to New York for hearings 
tomorrow and Thursday. 

One of yesterday’s witnesses 
was masked to conceal his iden- 
tity for fear of reprisals against 
relatives in Poland. He said 
Russian NKVD (secret police) 
with machine guns “systematic- 
ally, exterminated” 10,000 pris- 
oners of war in concentration 
camps. 

Stefan Korbonski, under- 
ground chief during World War 
II, said 200,000 Poles were killed 
in the abortive Warsaw uprising 
against the Nazis in 1944 while 
Russian troops watched -the 
slaughter from their camp 
across the Vistula river. 

Four Polish-born Chicago sis- 
ters testified the Russians rout- 


ed them out of their home in 
Litinka in February 1940, and 
took them to a labor camp in 
Siberia. They said three of the | 
22 persons in the car died during 
the ‘three-week train trip: 


They testified that in 1945, 
after their younger brother died 
of lack of nourishment, the Rus- 
sians threw his body off a train,

In the letter appearing be- 
low. our correspondent takes 
a very dim view of the ring’s 
most publicized idol, more 
than a quarter of a century 
after Gene Tunney proved 
Dempsey was really vulner- 
able. . We have heard his 
views supported by others, 
particularly in that part of 
his communication which 
credits Joe Louis. . Per- 
haps the ensuing letter will 
interest you as it did us: 

“This is akin to heresy, I 
know, but may I say that I 
wish KSD-TV would stop 
showing the motion pictures 
of Dempsey’s various fights. 

“Each time the series is run, 
from Willard through Firpo, 
Carpentier, Tunney, et al, the 
old Mauler looks worse to me, 
in retrospect, while Joe Louis 
looks better and better in the 
reruns of his best battles. 

“There was a time when I 
was absolutely convinced that 
Dempsey was the _ greatest 
puncher of all time, and I 
used to feel sure, when Louis 
was in his prime, that at least 
he couldn’t have handled Jack. 
Now that I can look back on 
Louis and from about the same 
vantage point in time that 
once applied to my view of 
Dempsey, I have just about 
completely changed my mind! 

* * — 


Jack Not the Killer 
He’s Made Out to Be. 


“I see in Louis now that he 
was an almost flawless fighter, 
and probably the most effi- 
cient ‘finisher’ who ever drew 
on a glove. What a contrast he 
was, as I look back, to the 
Dempsey who fought Willard, 
and failed to put Willard down 
in either the second or third 
round of their brawl after 
having him almost helpless a 
dozen times! 


“In fact, even in the first 
round, as I see it, Dempsey 
wasn’t the tremendous killer 
he has been made out to be. 
After. he knocked Willard 
down the first time, he just 
wouldn't let him get up! If 
you impose today’s rules on 
that scrap, with Dempsey hav- 
ing been forced to retire to a 
neutral corner and a fallen 
battler given ample time to 
regain his feet, I'm not sure at 
all that Jack would have made 
the grade thereafter. Willard 
demonstrated during the next 
two rounds, even while half 
dead, that Jack’s punch wasn't 
exactly paralyzing. 

“As I say, I don’t like to 
think these things about Jack. 
They’re all very disillusioning. 
But what is a fair-minded man 
going to do when they keep 
throwing the pictures at him?”

One of the first indorsements of Democratic 
Mayor Tucker's proposal for a board of free- 
holders to draft a new city charter comes from 
the executive board of the St. Louis Young Re- 
publicans Club. 

Quite apart from the fact that a new charter 
or a charter amendment provides the only ave- 
nue for indefinite extension of the earnings tax, 
a new charter is a municipal necessity. And that 
is a matter of concern to all who wish to see 
St. Louis grow and prosper, be they Democrats 
or Republicans. 

As the Mayor has pointed out, the present in- 
strument dates from 1914 and “creates waste and 
inefficiency that is legally but not practically 
necessary.” A new charter could streamline the 
administration of city government, cutting away 
useless dead weight; it also could place St. Louis 
in position to take advantage of the home rule 
provisions of the Missouri Constitution. 

The proposed charter of 1960 clearly demon- 
strated the possibilities for more efficient mu- 
nicipal government. For one thing, it reduced 
the number of compulsory offices and boards 
from 42 to 22. 

For another, it reorganized the administration 
of various services so as to eliminate duplica- 
tion, the biggest factor in piling up useless cost. 
For still another, it took steps to exercise some 
control over the so-called “county offices,” those 
political satrapies whose bills the city must pay 
even though it has little say in how the money 
is spent. 

A good example of the kind of streamlining 
written inte that charter was its requirement 
for centralizing all fiscal operations in a single 
office, to be called the department of finance. 
That would have brought under a sirigle head 
such presently separate operations as assess- 
ment and collection of taxes, purchasing of sup- 
plies, and the custody, budgeting and, disburse- 
ment of funds. 

Many, many other examples could be cited of 
how the city’s operation would have been put 
on'a nore modern and business-like basis. Un- 
happily, these are things that could have been 
but aren’t. That charter was defeated after a 
campaign of wild and vicious misrepresentation 
sparked by those who stood to lose by its 
passage. 

But that was four years ago, and the people 
are not likely to be deceived again. The need 
now is to elect another board of freeholders and 
permit it to get on with the writing of a new 
charter. Mayor Tucker's proposal deserves sup- 
port from all segments of the community.

A Local Story Nationally 


None of the Pulitzer prizes for journalism 
this year is more appropriate—and none carries 
a stronger implied criticism of the nation’s press 
—-than that which went to Alvin Scott McCoy 
of The Kansas City Star for “local reporting.” 

Mr. McCoy’s “local reporting” was done in 
Topeka in uncovering the story which led to the 
resignation of C. Wesley Roberts as Republican 
national chairman. It was, in fact, national as 
well as local reporting—for the fisancial deal- 
ings of a freshly appointed national party chair- 
man are, or ought to be, news of national interest. 

The odd thing was that when the story broke, 
in the early months of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, very few newspapers around the coun- 
try treated the stery for what it was—news of 
national importance. In sharp contrast with the 
close and justified attention paid to comparable 
affairs of Democratic National Chairman William 
Boyle, many newspapers regarded the revyela- 
tions about Mr. Roberts as an unimportant bit 
of Kansas news, worth only most casual notice. 


Fortunately Mr. McCoy did not permit himself - 


to lose interest in a news enterprise which failed 
to attract interest elsewhere. It is tronical that 
a Pulitzer prize for news should be given for a 
story which so many newspapers did not print, 
but Mr, MeCoy’s prize is well deserved. And 
it doubles as a pointed reminder to the press 
that news is, or ought to be, nonpartisan.

The Signs Say ‘Stop’ 

I. A. Long, president of the Police Board, says 
traffic officers will erack down on the blithe 
treatment of stop signs in St. Louis.

Another Neighbor Turns Left 


An anti-eolonial party has won the first full- 
scale general election in British Honduras, add- 
ing another question mark to Communist infil- 
tration in the New World. 

The anti-British People's United party won 
eight of nine elective seats in a new 15-man 
Legislative Council, While the party stands to 
the left of others in the vigorous Honduran cam- 
paign, its exact relations to Communism are still 
in doubt. 

In March a British eommission found the 
party had links with the pre-Communist govern- 
ment of neighboring Guatemala. The party de- 
nies this, and also rejects Guatemala’s historic 
claim to the colony. British Gov. Patrick Reni- 
son is reported to have said there is no proof of 
Moscow's influence. 

Nevertheless Britain took precautions to pre- 
vent a recurrence of last year’s events in British 
Guiana, There a Communist-dominated party 
won the first popular election and then had to 
be ousted by suspending the constitution. In 
Honduras, Gov, Renison retains control of the 
Executive Council, as opposed to the new Legis- 
lative Council, and has broad power himself. 

Eventually the conduct of the victorious Peo- 
ple’s party will show better than anything else 
whether the party’s reform program is a true 
native product or is window-dressing for foreign 
conspiracy. In neither Guatemala nor British 
Guiana was the initial Communist effort open 
or overt. It crept in with denials. 

The three countries together have only some 
3,400,000 inhabitants. Communism in any of 

them wonld be of less concern to the United 
States e for two considerations. One is that 
they might offer haven to spies and saboteurs 
close te home. Moreover Communist influence in 
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this hemisphere is a special embarrassment te 
a foreign policy dedicated to restraining Com- 
munism everywhere else. 

But in all three New World countries, left-wing 
groups are exploiting a deep popular antipathy 
to foreign exploitation. American policy has to 
recognize this to deal with Soviet propaganda 
and ambitions. 


A Vital Part of the Case 


President Eisenhower's comment on the case 
of J. Robert Oppenheimer will not, we fear, lay 
at rest the anxieties of the scientific conmunity 
oveym the security system and the role of scien- 
‘tists in Government research. , 

The President at his news cenference 
week said he knew and admired Dr. Oppenheim- 
er as a scientist of great professional attain- 
ments, but that the evidence against him made 
necessary his suspension and the current investi- 
gation. Mr. Eisenhower then emphatically cor- 
rected himself.to substitute for the word “evi- 
dence” the word “allegations.” 

This comment raises but does not dispose of 
one of the crucial issues of the whole affair: 

How necessary in.fact wag the Government's 
action in suspending Dr, Oppenheimer and in- 
stituting a panel inquiry? And if it was neces- 
sary, why? 

Should the Gordon Gray board which is now 
hearing the charges against Dr. Oppenheimer 
decide that the evidence does not support them, 
and that Pa Oppenheimer therefore is not a 
security risk, these questions would immediately 
become very important. 

For the fact is that Dr. Oppenheimer has al- 
ready been publicly branded, in a provisional 
way, as a security risk. This happened the mo- 
ment it became known that he had been sus- 
pended as a consultant, denied security clear- 
ance, and subjected to a pane} investigation. 

If that provisional judgment against him turns 
out to have been mistaken, then the question of 
how and why the judgment was made becomes 
extremely pertinent. 

Was it made on the basis of new evidence not 
present when Dr. Oppenheimer was previously 
cleared? Was it made on the basis of a new 
evaluation of such evidence, and on what 
grounds? Was it made because certain Senators 
were clamoring for action against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer—that is to say, was the judgment made 
under political pressure? 

These are vitally important questions which 
are definitely a part of the Oppenheimer case. 
As we have said before, the case is a two-way 
test—a test of Dr, Oppenheimer’s loyalty, but 
also a test of the validity and just operation of 
the Administration’s security system. 
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Two Important Primaries 
A pair of important Senate seats were in- 
volved in the primary voting when Alabama and 


Ohio went to the polls in the first of the May — 


congressional primaries. 

One of the most progressive and constructive 
of all the §outherners, Senator Sparkman of 
Alabama, was under sharp attack from Congress- 
man Battle of the Birmingham district. Oddly 
enough it was largely because Senator Sparkman 
ran for Vice Président on the Stevenson ticket 
in 1952 that he found it necessary to defend his 
18-year record in Congress. What should have 
been considered a distinction only dramatized 
his progressive tendencies with the result that 
the industrial interests of the Birmingham area 
decided to see whether he could be retired. 

In Ohio the seat of the late Senator Taft, now 
filled by appointment ef fermer Mayor Burke 
of Cleveland, was at issue. There the fight was 
for the Republican nomination. Congressman 
George H. Bender, who took the rostrum to lead 
the 1952 G.O.P. convention in hymn singing as 
a means of soothing the battling delegates, re- 
garded the nomination as his pretty much as a 
matter of right. But Old Guardsman Bender 
was challenged vigorously by the young Repub- 
lican Speaker of the Ohio State House of Repre- 
sentatives, William Saxbe. 

Progressive forces in the Ohio Republican 
party worked hard for Mr. Saxbe to make it a 
test of boss strength against the newer voter 
elements in the party. As in Illinois, the danger 
in Ohio was that the Republican ticket would 
offer a senatorial nominee which would do the 
Eisenhower cause more harm than good. 
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Butter for Britain 

Secretary Benson, with millions of. pounds of 
surplus butter on his hands, backed away some 
weeks ago from a plan to sell a scad of it to the 
Seviet Union for about 47 cents a pound. This is 
16 cents a pound below the price which most 
American housewives pay for butter as-a result 
of Government price supports. The idea of let- 
ting a hated Communist buy what some Ameri- 
can families cannot afford te huy did not sit 
well with the public, and Mr. Benson rejected 
the plan. 

Now, however, Mr. Benson is negotiating the 
same proposed deal with Great Britain. This is 
different, he says, because the British are not 
an unfriendly country. Is it really so different, 
however? Te export butter at 47 cents a pound 
in order ta support the American price at 63 
cents a pound—irrespective of the nationality 


of those whe eat thé exported butter, does this 


really make more sense than finding some way 
by which the product of American farms can be 
consumed by American families? 
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Answer to the Jenner Report 

After eight months Attorney General 
Brownell has replied directly to the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee’s sensational es- 
pionage charge with two words: “No evidence.” 

Last August the subcommittee, led by Senator 
McCarthy’s Indiana buddy, Senator Jenner, is- 
sued a lengthy summary of what it and other 
committees had heard about Communism in 
years past. The sensational aspect was a new 
charge, leveled at the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. The report suggested that two spy rings 
were still operating inside the Government. 

The Jenner committee reached this conclusion 
by its own deductive reasoning. First, it ac- 
cepted the 16-months-old testimony of Elizabeth 
Bentley, former Communist, that there had been 
four Soviet spy rings in Washington. The com- 
mittee then found that only two had been ex- 
posed. Ergo, there must be two more still going 
strong. 

Attorney General Brownell now says the Jen- 
ner group produced no evidence to back up its 
charge, and the FBI is still looking for such 
evidence. 

Why did the Attorney General wait to return 
in kind the unflattering criticism of the Jenner 
report? A lot has happened since summer. As 
the McCarthy-Army hearings now clearly show, 
the Jenner-McCarthy Red hunters have seldom 
let their own party’s Administration get beyond 
the sights of their guns. The Jenner committee 
report was an early random shot,

Time for a Change in Gas Rates? 


The Mirror 


of

Administration's reshuffling of Power Commission caused deci- 
sion that will cost consumers hundreds of millions a year, news- 
paper says; other companies expected to take advantage of new 
ruling; is this the kind of change the people voted for in 1952? 


An Editorial in Labor, National Weekly Newspaper 


In the 1952 election campaign, the 
voters were told “it’s time for change.” 
One kind of change they are getting 
is now illustrated by a Federal Power 
Commission ruling which will prove 
costly to 60,000,000 natural gas consum- 
ers. The five commissioners split four 
for the gas trust and only one for the 
people. 

Several weeks ago, Labor warned that 
this decision was coming, and told what 
it would mean. Here are the boiled- 
down facts: 

Up te now, the FPC has required in- 
terstate natural gas companies to base 
their prices on their costs. They could 
collect, from consumers, their actual 
costs plus a profit. Of course, this rate 
base system did not work perfectly, but 
it put some limit on the prices the com- 
panies could charge. 

They did not like that, and fought it 
for years, but they could not change it 
until the FPC members changed. Now 
that has happened. 

The present Administration.and Con- 
gress ousted from the FPC two mem- 
bers who were proved protectors of the 
public interest—Leland Olds and Thom- 
as Buchanan. They were replaced by 
two men who see eye-to-eye with the 
gas trust and the power trust. 

Whereupon the gas trust rubbed its 
hands with glee and hastened to change 
the old rate base. A “test case” was 
brought before the FPC by the biggest 
natural gas company, Panhandle East- 
ern, It demanded a huge profit increase, 
based not on costs but on something 
called “fair field prices.” 

That’s a vague term, but it has a 
elear meaning to make consumers pay 


a lot more for use of a great natural 
resource which belongs to all the Amert- 
iean people. Panhandle would not have 
asked the. change unless it meant. more 
profits. The change was opposed by the 
rate experts on the commission’s own 
staff. : ‘ 

But now the FPC has granted the 
change. As The Wall Street Journal 
reported: “It will give Panhandle a rate 
increase of $12,000,000 a year. This is 
a majog victory for the company. The 
case also ig important to the entire 
natural gas industry. The FPC has ap- 
proved a radical change in its tradition- 
al method of calculating rates.” 

Other natural gas giants will hurry 
to take advantage of the change. The 
total added cost to consumers can’t be 
figured now but it is estimated at 
hundreds of millions a year, and per- 
haps billions in the long run. 

Of the five commissioners, only 
Claude Draper, who has been on the 
FPC longer than any other member, 
cast a “No” vote against this gas trust 
grab. He called the Panhandle rate 
boost “wholly unjustified.” 

Daily newspapers buried this story 
in short articles on their financial pages, 
which are not read by most people. Yet 
the FPC decision is of immense im- 
portance and significance. 

If Olds and Buchanan still were mem- 
bers, the FPC undoubtedly would have 
decided against the “grab” and pre- 
served the old rate base system, thus 
protecting consumers’ pocketbooks. 

Now, the FPC and other Government 
bodies are packed with friends of pow- 
erful special interests. Is that the kind 
of change the people voted for in 1952? 


Aftermath of China-Japanese Struggle 
From The Milwaukee Journal 


The myth that somehow a handful of 
American foreign service officials “sold 
out” China to the, Communists after 
World War II has had wide repetition— 
sometimes by men in high position who 
found it a handy way to beat political 
opponents over the head. 

What did cause China’s fall? Edgar 
Snow, writing in a recent issue of The 
Saturday Evening Post, outlines the 


of the Communist in China 
through 1936. It had, in that year, come 
upon days. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, Na- 
tionalist ruler, was at the height of his 
power. He was busy exterminating the 
Communists piecemeal, disarming them 
and breaking up their forces, The Com- 
munists were ready to offer to disband. 
Then Japan came to their rescue by 
launching a crusade to “eradicate Com- 
munism in east Asia.” 

Chiang was unable to fight two wars, 
as Snow points out. He accepted Com- 
munist help against Japan. The Com- 
munists were saved and that day started 
their rise to power and Chiang’s decline. 

The effect of the Japanese war on 
China is put this way in a recent ex- 


planation: “A strong contributory factor 
undoubtedly was the tragically devital- 
izing effect on China of a decade and a 
half struggle against Japanese aggres- 
sion. Many observers were not unaware 
of the debilitating effects of Japanese 
encroachment, but few appreciated 
the full extent to which the Chinese 
governmental, economic and _ social 
structures had been undermined. The 
collapse on the mainland in 1948 and 
1949 was in substantial measure the 
evil fruit of that bitter and heroic early 
struggle.” 

And then the explanation adds this: 
“We cannot seriously believe that the 
ultimate judgment of history will hold 
our country (the United States) pri- 
marily responsible for the debacle 
which took place in China between 1945 
and 1949. , .. Our help before and dur- 
ing those years was substantial, even 
though it proved to be ineffective.” 

Who said that? Not a Roosevelt or 
Truman spokesman. But Walter P. Mc- 
Conaughy, director of the Office of 
China Affairs of the present State De- 
partment, in an article in the Jan. 11, 
1954, Department of State Bulletin.

Gen. Clark's View 


FROM THE DANUBE TO THE YALU, by Mark Clark. 

(Harper & Brothers, 3679 pgs., $5.) 

Gen. Mark Clark, 6-feet 2 inches tall, 
gaunt and hawk-nosed, retired last fall 
after three wars and 40 years of service 
that make him one of American’s most 
outstanding soldiers. His military as- 


signments also led him into the field of) G 


diplomacy where he again made a name 
for himself, And in this book, just as 
in his first one, “Calculated Risk,” 
which dealt with World War II, he 
proves that he is not a bad reporter, 
for he sets forth clearly and concisely 
his narrative of much war and some 
uneasy peace. : 

“From the Danube to the Yalu” cov- 
ers Clark’s career from the end of 
World War II to the signing of the 
Korean armistice, correcting miscon- 
ceptions, explaining situations, citing 
alternatives, appraising results and giv- 
ing estimates of 
what the future is 
likely to bring. 

Clark, on duty in 
the United States 
when the Korean 
War began, writes 
that the U.N. should 
have bombed Red 
China's “vital in- 
Stallations, wher- 
ever they were lo- 
eated, in any part 
of China.” He adds 
that when he was 
sent to Korea as 
commander-in-chief 
of U.N. forces in 
May 1952 he felt the same way and 
that when the armistice was signed “I 
had grave misgivings that some day my 
countrymen would be forced to pay a 
far higher price in blood than it would 
have cost if the decision had been made 
to defeat the Communists in Korea.” 

As the general sees it: the struggle 
against Communism will not be over 
for years; Korea was a “bloody skir- 
mish” in which the Reds failed in their 
armed aggression against another coun- 
try; the U.N. also lost in that “the ene- 
my remained undefeated and even more 
powerful and threatening than before”: 
by fighting the democracies the Red 
Asian armies have learned how to fight 
modern warfare at what to them was 
a negligible cost in lives. 

Clark says the best American military 
policy in the Far East would include 
these points: Withdrawal of American 
groun forces from Korea to Japan cou- 
pted with continued American buildup 
of the ROK army. Maintain infantry in 
Japan until she develops her own de- 
fense. Rapid buildup of Vietnamese 
army so it could man defenses in Indo- 
china and let French concentrate on 
swift-striking mobile units. Keep strong 
American air and navy forces ready to 
strike any aggressor. Form a Pacific 
organization similar to NATO. 

Gen. Clark writes just about as he 
talks—in a simple, blunt and good- 
natured manner, His convictions are 
most positive but he’s apparently will- 
ing for you to take them or leave them,

He 
had lived for the last two years 
in a Stamford convalescent home 
near his daughter, Mrs. Ray- 
mond A. Baur, although he 
maintained his official address 
in St. Louis, : 


After a career that started as 
a country school teacher in Mis- 
souri and led to important posi- 
tions in the banking profession 
in this country, Mr. Head was 
given the job of salvaging the 
old Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co. in 1933. 


The company, reorganized as 
the General American Life In- 
surance Co., grew to an institu- 
tion with assets of more than 
$200,000,000 and policy holders 
in 36 states and territories. 

While engaged in these busi- 
ness activities, he found time to 
serve as president of the na- 
tional Boy Scout Council for a 
20-year period beginning in 1926. 
He was also a member of the 
general board of the Y.M.C.A. 
national council during most of 
the same period. 


Born Near Adrian, Ill. 


Born on a farm near Adrian, 
Ill. Mr. Head was educated in 
normal school and business col- 
lege. He was a teacher and 
principal of the public schools 
at DeKalb, Mo., from 1901 to 
1903, going from that post to 
cashier of the DeKalb State 
Bank. 


A national and state bank ex- 
aminer from 1906 to 1908, he be- 
came cashier of the American 
National Bank at St. Joseph, 
Mo., in the latter year, serving 
in that capacity for nine years. 
He later held positions with 
banks in Omaha, Nebr., and Chi- 
cago, becoming president of the 
American Bankers’ Association 
in 1923. 


He was president of the Mor- 
ris Plan Corp. of America from 
1931 until 1933 when he was 
named by the Rockefeller inter- 
ests to undertake the job of re- 
organizing Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. 


In 1936, Mr. Head led the suc- 
cessful move to mutualize Gen- 
eral American as a step which 
he believed would strengthen 
the company and make it invul- 
nerable to attempts by outside 
interests to acquire control. 


After serving as president of 
the company from 1933 until 
January, 1951, he was made

H. Chouteau Dyer, an attorney 
here for 58 years and a descend- 
ant of Auguste Chouteau, one 
of.the founders of St. Louis, 
died unexpectedly yesterday, ap- 
parently of a heart attack, at his 
country home “Claremont,” near 
Pevely, in Jefferson county. He 
was 81 years old. 


For 32 years he was president 
of the St. Louis Law Library 
Association and was a member 
of the original faculty of the 
St. Louis University School of 
Commerce. He taught there and 
at the St. Louis University 
School of Law for 33 years. 

During the last year, Mr. 
Dyer spent most of his time at 
his farm, usually going to his 
office at 506 Olive street once 
a week. He was engaged, in cov- 
ering his vegetable garden, in 
anticipation of a frost, a few 
hours before his death which 
occurred as he was napping in 
a chair. 

Mr. Dyer was born in St. 
Louis on Aug. 9, 1872, the son 
of John N. Dyer and Corinne 
Chouteau Dyer. His mother 
was a granddaughter of Au- 
guste Chouteau.

The crucial diplomatic busi- 
ness at Geneva is to work out 
one or two negotiable formulas 
of this sort. We do not know 
now whether the other side 
wants to negotiate, as it did in 
Korea, an acceptable compro- 
mise as the basis for an armi- 
stice. What we do know is that 
European, uncommitted Asian 
and almost certainly American 
public opinion as well, will in- 
sist that an earnest, sincere, and 
searching attempt be made to 
negotiate such an armistice. 

Unfortunately it is almost im- 
possible, owing to the political 
situation in Washington, for 
Secretary Dulles to participate 
in this effort. Congress has de- 
prived him of the means to ne- 
gotiate. He can make no con- 
cessions to the Vietminh or to 
Red China; at the same time he 
is allowed to talk of military 
intervention in the war only if 
first he can show that there is 
a coalition of powers all pre- 
pared to intervene too, and pre- 
pared to share with us the mili- 
tary effort and the casualties. 


U.S. on Sidelines. 


The American position at Ge- 
neva is an impossible one as 
long as the leading Republican 
Senators have no terms of 
peace except unconditional sur- 
render of the enemy, and no 
terms for entering the war ex- 
cept as a collective action in 
which nobody is now willing to 
engage. 

By the conditions which the 
Senate has imposed, Secretary 
Dulles cannot collaborate with 
Londoh and Paris, with New 
Delhi and Karachi, in the nego- 
tiation of that “modus vivendi” 
which the President told the 
Chamber of Commerce we are 
seeking. 


The Secretary of State is well- 
advised, therefore, in leaving 
the conference, and of having 
the United States withdraw for 
the time being to the sidelines. 
For he could put this country in 
the ignoble position of trying to 
prevent the termination of a war 
in which it is unwilling to par- 
ticipate except on conditions 
which everyone knows cannot be 
met. 

Now, having recognized that 
for the time being we are not 
able to play the part of a lead- 
ing power, we can devote our- 
selves unreservedly to the ques- 
tion of whether Secretary Ste- 
vens was smiling when he was 
photographed with Pvt. Schine.

BEMELMANS SAID he found the house, 
which he purchased for a small sum of money, 
through a clochard, or one of the tramps who 
live under the Seine bridges. He once be- 
friended the clochard by giving him an overcoat. 
The clochard, so Bemelmans said, turned out to 
be a professor of history who decided to enjoy 
life under a bridge, rather than teach. He was 
so happy to receive the overcat that he offered 
to do anything Bemelmans asked. The writer 
asked the professor turned clochard to find him 
a house and the clochard found him the former 
home of Madeleine Feron, and Bemelmans was 
in business. 

“I have the choice of three street numbers for 
the bar. The first is No. 1 Rue d’Enfer, the 
Street of Hell, the second is 21 Rue des Ursins 
and the third is 4 Rue de Colombe. I’ve decided 
to use the third.” 

We asked him why he chose the Street of the 
Dove over the Street of Hell which sounds much 
more interesting for a bar. 

* * 

“I ALWAYS CHOOSE names with o's in 
them,”” he said. “There is a saying in the pub- 
lishing business that every o in a title is worth 
5000 books. For example, God, home, mother, 
love, son. All have o’s and all are lucky. Be- 
sides, I have an idea. It is my intention to plant 
some homing pigeons in front of the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame. I'll clip their wings so they 
can't fly, but will have to walk home. When all 
the tourists who come to see the Cathedral and 
feed the pigeons start following my birds, the 
pigeons will lead them straight to the bar. All 
it will cost me is One man to keep bringing the 
pigeons back to Notre Dame, and a little pigeon 
feed so the pigeons will continue to come home.” 


Bemelmans is no newcomer to the restaurant,” 


bar or innkeeping~business. He*owns the origi- 
nal White Turkey Inn near Danbury, Cann., and 
a hotel in Tyrol. 


“Every man wants to live like a king,” said. 


Bemelmans, philosophftally, “but you can’t any- 
more unless you are in the innkeeping business. 
When you're a patron humanity loves you, your 
help looks on you as a benevolent patriarch and 
you're able to dispense kindness and money at 
leisure. Besides it’s the ideal life because you 


never are alone.”

BEMELMANS HAS ALSO become very philo- 
sophical about the French people since he's been 
fixing up the bar.

He will 
go so far as to list one by one the reasons why 
the thing you want. is ridiculous. My secret is 
to hear the man out, and then instead of arguing 
with him, agree that he’s perfectly right and 
apologize for having thought of the idea in the 
first place. Immediately the Frenchman will 
switch to the other side and convince you with 
more enthusiasm that not only is the project 
possible but must be completed as soon as 
possible.”’

Speaks Up 

Death—The Price We Pay 
By Adele Starbird 


T = price we pay for our individuality, our humanity, 


our capacity for love, and for the life eternal, is death. 
It is not too high a price. 
Death is nature's greatest invention, says Lecomte du 
Nouy, the biologist who 
for many years headed the 
Rockefeller Foundation in 
New York City. During 
the long improvisation 
which we call evolution, 
the themes of sex and 
death and individuation 
were introduced; inter- 
woven, they announced 
the entrance of personal- 
ity. 
Barring accidents, the 
lowest forms of life are 
immortal. The parameci- 
um goes on placidly divid- 
ing indefinitely, T h e 
amoeba forfeits its exist- 
ence only when the food 
supply is cut off, or when 
it is sucked into .some 
higher form of marine 
life. Death is not inevi- 
table, as it is with us; it 
is not inherent in the 
form. Strictly speaking, the simplest life does not die; 
it is consumed or annihilated. 

But with greater complexity and bi-sexuality, the in- 
dividual emerges, an individual with a life-cycle: birth, 
maturity, death. -Each generation has to give way to the 
next. Only so could the experiment continue, Death was 
essential for the emergence of increasingly complex and 
sensitive types. “Death sweeps life's path, trims life’s lamp, 
lifts the husk from life’s flower.” 
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DEATH IS ITSELF A NEW BIRTH. As Gerald Heard 
has pointed out, the life we live in this world is that of 
an embryo; we are being prepared for another life as dif- 
ferent from this earthly life as our pre-natal existence was 
different from the life we now know. This second stage 
takes approximately 90 times as long. 


And just as the human embryo cannot come to full 
growth without sustenance, so the human soul cannot be 
readied for the next world without spiritual nourishment. 
That is a rather frightening thought. What shriveled, crip- 
pled little souls most of us are, arrested starvelings, unfit 
even for the incubator!

How Spring Tours of Homes, Gardens of Natchez, Miss., Grew

HE same spring houseclean- 
T ing that bites St. Louis 

ho ves and officials 
alike, inspiring the former to 
clean out attics ahd basements 
and the latter to sponsor paint- 
up parades, has helped trans- 
form a quiet Mississippi commu- 
nity into a showplace of the 
South, thanks to a friendly and 
energetic club woman who is on 
a continuous crusade for civic 
cleanliness. 

She is Mrs. J. Balfour Miller, 
who in 1932 anized the famed 
Natchez (Miss.) pilgrimages 
which lure thousands of tourists 
each spring to the antebellum 
homes and attractive gardens of 
the town, There they are greet- 
ed hostesses in. curls and 
¢rinoline costumes and given a 
taste of the. leisurely and 
pleasant life in the South in the 
years before the Civil War. 

Mrs. Miller, who has been a 
leading light in the pilgrimages 
ever since their inception, 
stopped in St. Louis last week 
en route back from Cincinnati, 
O., where she attended the na- 
tional convention of the Garden 
Clubs @f America and where she 
and her club, Pilgrimage Gar- 
den Club, were cited for the 
annual project. 


Now one of the major tourist 
attractions of the spring vaca- 
tion season, the Natchez house 
and garden tour began in a 
small way, as a means of enter- 
taining the state garden club 
convention in 1931. 

“We were asked to open our 
gardens to the guests and I 
told the state people that we 
had no gardens to show, but we 
would open our homes. They 
were thrilled to death when they 
saw the homes.”

HE next year, Mrs. Miller 
was talking on the telephone 
with a friend about garden 
club activities. After she had 
hung up, she thought suddenly

on a larger scale. 

“At the next meeting, I pro-

Merchants had to be converted 
to the idea as a good business 
proposition. 

“After all,” she said, “some 
of those homes hadn’t been re- 


modeled or given major repairs 
since before the Civil War.” 
The steering committee was 
dubious at first. Why, they 
asked, would anyone pay $2 for 
the privilege of seeing 26 
houses? But Mrs. Miller, a firm 
believer in the crusade she had 
launched, started a one-woman 
campaign to publicize it through- 
out the South, writing to news- 
paper friends, asking for pub- 
licity, telling everyone about the 
forthcoming pilgrimage.

She and a friend recently 
mounted a jeep to go through 
the town and exhort home own- 
ers and merchants alike to clean 
up.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Furniture Repairs. 


F you have ever had a chair 

collapse under you the chances 

are that you took a little time 
while sitting on the floor to 
study basic furniture construc- 
tion. 

Most chairs and a good deal 
of other furniture consist of 
relatively small parts carefully 
fitted together. The most com- 
mon method of joining is to drill 
a hole in the larger of two parts 
and then insert the end of the 
smaller part in this hole. 

By making the fit very close 
and by using glue, a pretty 
strong joint is produced. It’s 
strong at least until the glue 
fails or the smaller of the two 
members shrink so that the fit 
is no longer tight. 

If the fit is still tight you can 
make up the joint again as good 
as new by removing the old glue 
from both pieces of wood, ap- 
plying a thin coat of fresh glue 
and then putting the joint back 
together. 

The headaches come when 
you've got shrinkage and the 
small member does not fit tight- 
ly. If you just try glue on this 


it won't hold worth a nickel. 

What you have to do is to ex- 
pand the end of the smaller 
piece. One way to do this is 
to make a cut in the end and 
drive in a thin wood wedge to 
expand the end of the leg or 
rod. This has to be done care- 
fully because if the wedge is too 
thick or you drive it too hard it 
will split the wood. 

Make the cut with a very fine 
toothed saw and tap the wedge 
in as gently as possible. An- 
other trick is to apply glue te 
the end of the small piece and 
then wrap it with silk thread te 
build up the surface. 

If the hole in the larger mem- 
ber is of sufficient size so that 
you can get at it, you can apply 
plastic wood which will build 
up a good solid surface.

OME of the people at South- 

western Bell Telephone Co. 

were not happy when the 
company got a new operating 
vice .president in 1950. Edwin 
M. Clark, who came here from 
Philadelphia, took a good look 
at the setup and concluded that 
the way they had been doing 
things for years was not good 
enough. 

Soon the new boss was being 
referred to as “Boom-Boom,” a 
derisive nickname applied be- 
cause of his insistence on imme- 
diate action and speedy results 
in putting through changes. Up 
to a certain point the man was 
reasonable enough, but once a 
problem was threshed out and it 
was decided that certain things 
had to be done, he wanted them 
done right away, and he could 
oy downright bullheaded about 
A / 


Clark was convinced that an 
organization with more than 60,- 
000 people scattered over five 
states could not be directed sat- 
isfactorily from St. Louis, with 
decisions as to operating details 
made there. Adopting a policy 
of decentralization, he made a 
general manager in each state 
responsible for operations and 
financial results in his area, the 
idea being to have Southwestern 
Bell function as closely as possi- 
ble on the local level. 

x *« * 
HERE was resistance to 
change, but as the jolts sub- 


T sided and results became evi- 


dent in terms of operating econ- 
omies, improved service and bet- 
ter community standing for the 
company, even the diehards con- 
ceded that “Boom-Boom” had a 
pretty good aim and seemed to 
know what he was shooting at. 

The same drive and determina- 
tion to get results have marked 
Clark’s particfpation in civic af- 
fairs. When he accepts appoint- 
ments to committees—sometimes 
he finds himself involved simul- 
taneously in half a dozen com- 
munity activities—he is nct sat- 
isfied to sit around adopting 1es- 
olutions; he joins up to see ac- 
tion, and his desire really to do 
something to make this a better 
city has proved infectious. 

When he was named the out- 
standing citizen of 1953 and was 
given the St. Louis Award for 
directing the plaza bond issue 
campaign and heading the com- 
mittee which worked out the 
master plan for traffic control, 
the citation emphasized “his 
vigorous efforts in the public 
interest which have, by example, 
stimulated a growing community 
spirit.” 

“I hate to be part of anything 
that’s a failure,” says Clark. 
“That’s why I feel so strongly 
about our city. I’m sort of new 
to St. Louis, but I regard this 
as my home, and to see it going 
downhill hurts.” 

From his office on the top 
floor of the 26-story Telephone 
Building, tallest in St. Louis, 
Clark has a impressive view of 
the city. e can see the com- 
pact, tight business district and 
the ring of sprawling slums, the 
thoroughfares pulsing with au- 
tomobiles and the traffic jams, 
the sweep of the we ot 
river and the empty reaches 
once teeming with cargo and 
passenger boats. 

To get the “feel” of St. Louis 
he has read up on the city’s his- 
tory, studied the development of 


the region. The walls of his of- 
fice display paintings of St. 
Louis scenes and reproductions 
of famous steamboats; he com- 
missioned an oil study of the 
Old Courthouse, obtained a 
model of the unbeaten Robert 
E. Lee and a sketch of the chal- 
lenger Natchez. 

Clark has definite ideas about 
civic life. 

“A business man has a per- 
sonal responsibility to the com- 
munity in which he makes his 
living,” he says. “The bigger 
the business and the more the 
employes, the greater the obli- 
gation. It is my considered 
judgment that every business 
and professional leader owes his 
community at least 10 per cent 
of his time.” 

This could be civic twaddle. 
Clark proves that it is not by the 
time and intensive effort he de- 
votes to Chamber of Commerce 
activities, the program of public 
works being drafted by the citi- 
zens’ organization called Civic 
Progress, the Community Chest, 
Municipal Opera, the Boy Scouts 
and the Red Cross. He encour- 
ages his associates to do the 
— ; ' 

“This isn’t merely philan- 
thropy,” he insists. “It’s good 
business for any firm that has a 
big investment in the communi- 
ty. From the selfish sta int 
alone, the best way to protect 
that investment is for the head 
of the firm to take an active in- 
terest in community welfare. 


“It’s just as important for the 
business man to improve living 
conditions in the community as 
working conditions in his plant.” 


Speaking of working condi- 
tions, some of the offices in the 
Telephone Building have been 
air-conditioned, but not Clark’s. 
The switchboard rooms and the 
offices where people work with 
accounting machines have been 
given priority in this improve- 
ment program, and the presi- 
dent’s office with its windows 
and double exposures is last on 
the schedule. 

Clark, who is 53 years old, has 
the build of a wrestler with 
broad shoulders, muscular arms, 
a stocky frame and a round, 
balding head. He speaks slowly, 
earnestly. with a trace of south- 
ern drawl. * He can be blunt, 
and if he thinks conditions con- 
stitute a hell of a situation, he 
damn well says so. 

There is nothing polished or 
slick about his manner. He re- 
fers to himself as “a country 
boy,” but his blue eyes are 
sharp, and behind his homespun 
front is the analytical mind of 
an engineer.

E WAS.born in Danville, 

Va., where at the age of 12 

he had a newspaper route, 
getting up at 4 o’clock in the 
morning to deliver papers and 
earn $1.50 a week. He played 
baseball, football and basketball 
in high school, but at Virginia 
Military Institute gave up all 
activities except football, his 
favorite sport, to concentrate on 
studies. Two summer vacations 
during his cadet days were spent 
working as an_ electrician’s 
helper. 

After getting his bachelor's 
degree in electrical engineering 
in 1922, he joined the staff of 
Augusta Military Academy in 
Staunton, Va., as mathematics 
teacher and coach. But he had 
no intention of making teaching 
his career, having taken the job

as a stopgap until he could put 
his training in engineering to 
practical use. 

In 1923 he was offered a job 
by a recruiter of college gradu- 
ates for Western Electric Co., 
manufacturing arm of the Bell 
Telephone system. The regular 
salary for beginners was $27, but 
his brief experience as a teacher 
apparently enhanced his value, 
for he started as a $30-a-week 
installer in New York City. 


This does not mean that he 
began his telephone’ career 
climbing poles and installing 
phones, as some people assume, 
Actually, a Western Electric in- 
staller handles the switching 
equipment in a telephone ex- 
change, far more complex and 
exacting work. 


After a year Clark was sent 
to Philadelphia for a _ special 
course in telephone engineering 
with Bell of Pennsylvania. Vari- 
ous jobs in the engineering and 
plant departments followed. 
Ile worked in Greensburg, Car- 
negie, Pittsburgh and other 
Pennsylvania cities, taking an 
active part in civic affairs 
wherever he lived. 


In 1940, Clark thought he was 
set and bought a home in Pitts- 
burgh, but less than a year 
later he was eff to Philadelphia 
to become vice president in 
charge of lL He held 
this position for eight years, 
then served as operating vice 
president of Bell of Pennsyl- 
vania until called to St. Louis. 

- - — 


IFTEEN months after join- 
F ing Southwestern Bell here, 

he was elected president of 
the company. Under his direc- 
tion the earnings rate in four 
years has soared from 3.8 per 
cent on invested capital to 6.3 
per cent. 

“This was accomplished in 
two ways—more efficient oper- 
ation and an increase in rates 
in places where it was needed,” 
he says. 

When he hears of a company 
offering better service or oper- 
ating at lower cost, he sends 
someone to find out how it’s 
done. 

“I don’t see why a city can’t 
do the same thing,” he remarks. 
“It wouldn't hurt St. Louis to 
get together a trainload of top 
business men and have them go 
to Kansas City, Topeka, Wichita, 
Oklahoma City, Tulsa, Dallas, 
Houston, Forth Worth, San An- 
tonio, and see what’s going on.” 

The president of Southwest- 
ern Bell personally answers 
every letter addressed to him 
by a telephone subscriber. “If 
someone goes to the trouble of 
writing the head of the com- 
pany,” says Clark, “I think he’s 
entitled to a reply from the 
head of the company.” 

He has a. secretary and a 
stenographer, but makes a prac- 
tice of answering the telephone 
himself unless he is tied up. 
People calling the office of the 
president to ask the secretary 
for an appointment sometimes 
are taken aback when they hear 
a man’s voice say simply: 
“Clark.” 

The same directness is behind 
his frequent field trips. To find 
out what is going on he prefers 
to go out, see for himself and 
talk to people direct. When the 
1951 flood played havoc with 
Southwestern Bell facilities, he 
chartered an airplane and flew 
up and down the Kansas river 
valley to inspect the submerged 
poles and toppled lines. 

Associates say that Clark, 
while strong for teamwork, has 
no stomach for “yes men.” When 
policies are being formulated, 
those who disagree with him are 
encouraged to speak out. 

“It irritates the boss to have 
everybody around a table nod 
in unison each time he offers an 
idea,” one of the executives 
commented. “I? believe he 
switches to the other_side occa- 
sionally just to stimulate dis- 
cussion.” 

Clark never was a Boy Scout 
himself, but has been active in 
the movement for years, and is 
a member of the St. Louis Coun- 
cil’s executive board. The $1000 
check which accompanied the 
St. Louls Award he turned over 
to the council. The money helps 
poor boys go to camp, not by 
financing free trips but by pro- 
viding’ work enabling boys to 
earn money and pay their way. 

While working in the Pitts- 
burgh area, Clark was a lieuten- 
ant in a National Guard artil- 
lery unit. For four years he 
played polo on the National 
Guard team, but now he goes 
in for much less strenuous 
sport.

LARK plays a little golf at

has a powerful drive, but says 
he is not very good at the game. 
“I don’t even keep score,” he 
declares. “I enjoy being with 
people, and play golf just for 
comradeship.” 

Southwestern Bell has a box 
at the baseball park, but Clark 
doesn’t get to see the Cardinals 
play as often as he would like. 
When he does go out, he sheds 
his coat and makes himself 
comfortable. 

He takes a briefcase home 
and works three or four nights 
a week. When he finds time, he 
relaxes by reading westerns, 
historical novels or biographies, 
puffing away at his pipe or a 
cigar. Keeping up with the busi- 
ness magazines and works on 
economics he considers part of 
his job. 

Clark lives in a modest two- 
story white clapboard house at 
18 Clermont lane, Ladue. He 
likes to putter around in his 
back yard, but does not have

Clark is married to the for- 
mer Eleanor McKay of Phil- 
adelphia, whom he met through 
her brother, a telephone com- 
pany worker in Pittsburgh. They 
have two children, Richard, a 
sophomore in chemical engineer- 
ing at Princeton, and Mary Jane, 
a Phi Beta Kappa graduate of 
Sweet Briar College who is a 
secretary at D’Arcy Advertising 
Co. 


With two young people in the 
house, the telephone can be a 
problem. Clark, like many an- 
other father, has given the mat- 
ter some thought. Utilizing his 
engineering training and years 
of experience in the telephone 
business, he had jacks installed 
so that he could plug in and use 
the phone in several rooms. 
This helped some, but not 
enough. Finally he put in a sec- 
ond telephone with a separate 
number. 

What does he do when both 
lines are busy? The president 
of Southwestern Bell has an an- 
swer for that. 

He sits and waits. 
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inviting a spade bid from North, 
in case he happened to have 
length without great strength.
